The temperature continues to 
rise in the local political climate. 

So far, six candidates from the 
October election are facing chal¬ 
lenges over campaign expenses 
from members of the public, 
after three more applications 
have been filed against mayor 
Martin, along with councillor 
Stephen Passero and Ward 4 
runner-up Tim Whitfield.

Richard Berry, a councillor in 
Ward 4 from 1994 to 2006 has 
filed an application for an audit 
of mayor Doug Martin's spend¬ 
ing, over the amount he spent 
for campaign signs that he and 
his supporters erected around

Martin used about 500 
signs from the 2006 elec¬ 
tion when he was first 
elected mayor, in his most 
recent campaign that saw 
him narrowly defeat his 
challenger Ann-Marie 
Noyes by five votes, follow¬ 


ing two recounts. 

Before his signs went 
into the ground, a minor 
change was made to 
them...adding the prefix 
're' to form the word 're- 

"We cleaned them up 
and put them out 
there...it's basically like 
recycling," said Martin. 

Where he did go wrong at 
first, was not including the 
cost of the signs from 2006 
for his 2010 campaign 
expenses. When this over¬ 
sight was brought to his 
attention, before Berry 
filed for an audit, he imme¬ 
diately contacted the 
clerk's office to amend his 


statement. 

"It was a reporting 
error...that's all it was," said 
Martin. 

"I corrected the discrep- 

Berry and Martin have 
been what some people 
could consider political 
rivals for a number of 
years. Earlier this year, 
Berry made a delegation in 
the council chambers, say¬ 
ing he would be there every 
week challenging Martin 
on his political style. 

Therefore, Martin said he 
knew this discrepancy 
would be brought up even- 

"What the atmosphere is 
out there right now, I'm not 
surprised at all," said 
Martin. 

When the Times contact¬ 
ed Berry on Tuesday, he 
didn't say much, because 
he disagrees with editorials 
that have been printed in 
the local newspaper. 

"I don't really have any 
comments," he said. 

Although, he did make it 
seem that more applica¬ 
tions and scrutiny of other

candidates could be on its 

"This is only the start of 
it," he said. 

Berry entered his name 
in the Ward 6 race for the 
last election, but withdrew 
publicly at an all candi¬ 
dates night, citing poor 
health as the reason. 

Earlier this month, the 
Niagara Compliance Audit 
Committee heard presen¬ 
tations over the campaign 
spending of three other 
council members. 


Councillors John Hill, 
Don Lubberts and Paul 
Collard have all been chal¬ 
lenged over their financial 
statements and all three 
will be facing audits soon. 

No date has been set for 
when the committee will 
hear Berry's application or 
when Hill, Collard and 
Lubberts will be audited. 

On Wednesday, Berry 
filed applications to the 
Niagara Compliance Audit 
Committee over the finan¬ 
cial statements of Stephen 
Passero, who was success¬ 
ful in the Ward 1 race, 
along with Tim Whitfield, 
the runner-up in a two- 
person race in the Ward 4 

Berry feels Passero con¬ 
travened the Ontario 
municipal elections act 
because he had a $436 sur¬ 
plus after the election and 
claims he refunded it to 
himself. 

Passero says this is not 
true and that the amount 
he had leftover, was not in 
monetary form but consist¬ 
ed of campaign inventory, 
such as signs. 

No date has been set for 


a pre-hearing over Berry's 
claims that will be con¬ 
ducted by the Niagara 
Compliance Audit 

Committee, but Passero 
says he looks forward to 
proving he didn't do any¬ 
thing wrong. 

"It's within Mr. Berry's 
right to file this under the 
elections act and I look for¬ 
ward to disputing it at the 
first available opportunity," 
said Passero. 

"I did not contravene the 
act, as Mr. Berry is stating." 

Whitfield, who lost his 
seat in Ward 4 to current 
councillor John Hill last 
October, is also on Berry's 
list of alleged wrongdoers. 
He claims Whitfield con¬ 
travened the act because 
he didn't list any bank 
charges and also didn't list 
any expenses for campaign 
brochures. 

On Friday afternoon, 
more audit applications 
were filed at Town Hall, on 
financial reports of Ann- 
Marie Noyes, Bob Steckley 
and another for mayor 
Martin. The Times will 
have more next week on 
these applications.

Fort Erie will make histo¬ 
ry with what organizers are 
calling the largest bicenten¬ 
nial parade in Canada 
which is scheduled for June 
23, of next year. 

A large celebration, 
which has been in the plan¬ 
ning stages for the past two 
years, will celebrate peace 
between Canada and the 
United States with the up¬ 
coming 200th anniversary 
of the War of 1812. 

Much of the war was 
fought in the Niagara area 
with Fort Erie acting as a 
focal point for many of the 
military operations. 

The Grand Parade, which 
will likely see 100,000 peo¬ 
ple, will be the signature 
event of the 2012 celebra¬ 
tions says John Johnston, 
project co-ordinator for the 
Fort Erie 1812 Bicentennial 
Committee.

Signs display history of Waverly

Strolling down the 
Friendship Trail near 
Waverly beach, bicyclists 
and pedestrians can now 
pass by something which 
was once part of the rich 
history of Fort Erie. 

Although the Erie Beach 
Amusement Park closed 
over 80 years ago, remnants 
of it remain—and the pub¬ 
lic’s fascination with the 
story continues to grow. 

Now, brand new plaques 
designed like scrapbooks— 
with photos and memo¬ 
ries—sit along the prome¬ 
nade telling the story of the 
amusement park which 
once stood along the beach. 

Mayor Doug Martin gave 
a speech at a short unveil¬ 


ing ceremony of the 
plaques this past 
Wednesday. He thanked 
the many people who were 
responsible for their efforts 
in bringing these plaques to 
the trail, including the 
Friendship Trail 

Committee and the Fort 
Erie Historical Museum. 

He also thanked the Fort 
Erie Rotary Club for their 
clean-up efforts of Waverly 

The mayor says the 
plaques were very much 
needed. "It’s another layer 
for people to experience as 
they walk along the trail." 

Signe Hansen, manager 
of parks and open space 
development, says the 
plaques were part of the 
construction plan of the 
Friendship Trail. 

She also says the process 


began six months ago and it 
was something residents 
have been asking for. 

"Lots of people are excit¬ 
ed to see history being 
told.” 

An avid user of the 
Friendship Trail, Carl 
Midgly, says he is happy 
about the plaques which 
tell the story of the old 
amusement park.

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Council wants to expand urban boundary 


The Town of Fort Erie 
hopes the Niagara Region 
will find merit in its resolu¬ 
tion to push for an urban 
boundary expansion in the 


For about ten years, the 
local government has been 
attempting to designate what 
is known as the Miller 
Property, a 70-acre parcel of 
land east of Thompson Road 
and south of the Niagara 
Parkway, within the urban 
boundary. 

This would allow for devel¬ 
opment in the area and revi¬ 
talize the neighbourhood, 
some members of council 
said at Monday night's regu¬ 
lar meeting.
